STUPENDOUS UNDERTAKING. 

What appeal's at first glance to bp one 
of the wildest schemes to'.mpet the over- 
increasing demand for rapid 'transit in the 
city of New York is that originiited by 
Mi-; D. C. Linsley, a civil engineer of 
consider.iblu practical experience. He 
proposes to cdustrtict a four track railway 
from the City Hall to Harlem over the 
tops of houses, and double track line from 
there to Tarrytown. The right of way 
for the road the entire distance is to be 
piuctiased, the existing buildings torn 
down and new oiie.s suited to the now 
condition of things - stores, warehouses 
^ftts aiict factories — are to be erected, the 
side walls and roofs of which will be 
massive masonry arches, strong -enough 
to bear the weight of the heaviest trains.

NAVAL EXPENDITURE. 

While littt'd Woiseley has expressed 
his opinion on the cost of British gener- 
als, SirE. Eeed^M. P., has held forth 
on a cognate subject in an address en- 
titled "Our.Exti-avagaut Naval Expendi- 
ture." In his opening remarks, the 
hon. member said that, every reasonable 
ulluwanco being made, the extruvrganco of 
the navy was beyond all bounds in al- 
most every depart iiient. While three 
millions wore jiaid for service, two mil- 
lions were paid for no service at all. The 
Admiralty found employment fur thirteen 
admirals, who cost £37,000 a year, while 
they maiubuned 261 unemployed admir- 
.'ila, who i-eceived £160,990. There were 
lifty armoured sea-going ships into which 
it would bo advisable to put an admiral, 
so that there were six times as many 
admirals as ironclads. Having declared 
that for efficient steam vessels many of tho 
ships were over-manned, Sir K. Heed declar- 
ed that there wasgreat extravagance in re- 
gard tushii>3 which, when they wereordered 
and built, were known to be (piite useless 
for tho purposes of war. .Some of them 
had been ordered within thu last few- 
weeks. The admiralty had spent throe 
and a half millions upon nino belted 
cruisers, and every one when she left post 
went away with her armour oiUifely uader 
water. He declared the state of things to 
be most scandalous. Kveu the officers, 
when they came before a. parliamentary 
committee, stated that which they knew 
was nut worthy of credence, fenced wit h 
the committee, and kept back that which 
ought to be stated, louring the discussion 
which ensued^. Sir Edward Heed wiis 
asked to propound a remedy, and ho 
stated that the chief cause of the present 
strife of things was that whenever :i public 
department was cltollaogeil the govorn- 
luenh oft the day djeclared they would stand 
or fojlj by ea<ch individual minister.

Observations of the Chief .lustice of the 8U' 
vreiiif Court (>rOanad.ii— 1(0 aiiyi the Csia 
wim lint Prniiiirly I'rASfiitt'il to the Jury 
by Sir JI. H. Beuble. 

'rhofull text of "thoobsurvitiona of the 
Chief .lustice of tho .Supremo Court of 
Canada for the information of the honor- 
able tho Minister of .lustice," upon re- 
ceipt of which a pardon was ordered to issue 
by the Oovernor-General, hus been re- 
ceived hero. ■ 

His lordship briefly reviews the case, 
the facts of which aro familiar to Thk 
Cor.oNi.sT readers, aiul says the evidence 
"fully jiislilied the jury in acquitting tho 
prisoner of the criiiiu of rape." And "the 
jury having acipiitted him of tho crime of 
rajie, 1 am at a loss to conceive how they 
could have found him guilty of an assault 
w itli intent to commit that offence, which 
could only ho on tho assumption that he 
ni>t only desired to gratify his iiasaions 
upon her jierson, but that he intended to 
do so at all events, iiotwithstaiidiiig any 
resistance on her jiart, which the liiiding 
of the juiy in aci|iiitting tho prisiuier of 
the rape appears to 1110 entirely to nega- 
tive. It also aiipoaiH to me that the jury 
might, have been entirely misled and have 
iiiiaapprolieiidod the real (piu.stion by the 
•vay the case was pn^sented tD tliom. Tho 
note of the learned (Jliief .1 uatice, Sir M. B. 
Beg'bie, who tried tho case, is as follows: 

"It WHS claimed 011 bidialf of tho pri- 
siuier I lijit the intercourse was with the 
girl's coiiaout, 

"The chief justice, after dehiiing the 
otl'ence of ripe, read to tho jury the IS.'Jrd 
section of the Procedure Act and told 
thom that they wore at liberty to deal 
with the case unrler that section, 

" Prisoner's i nsol eoiilended that 

tho CISC could not bo dealt with under 
auction l,s;i, ;ind that the only issue for 
the jury was whether the complete 
oU'eiice had been committed, or whether 
the L'irl had consented, and asked the 
chief justice to reserve tho point; but 
the judge refused to do so. 

"The judge, in :uiswer to the i|uestion 
put by I he foreinaii of the jury, whether, 
if they aci|iiilii.il of the rape and found 
guilty of the ass;inlt with intent to commit 
rape, that would imply that tho girl gave her 
consent, said that the jury need not go into 
that question; that they wore not obliged 
to give any reason for their verdict; that 
if they agreed that the a|jpellant .■i.ssaiiltod 
the girl and tli:it he intended to commit 
rape, but tli.ai if from wiuilcver circuni- 
st:iiice they wi-re not .s.alislied to Iind that 
llu^ coiiiphdo oli'ence li:id boon Conilililtod, 
then t hey wore at liberty to find the at- 
tunipt. 

"'I'ho jury returned tho following 
verdict, which was duly lecorded: -' I'he 
prisoner Is not guilty of tho felony where- 
of he stands indicted; hut he is guilty of 
assault with intent to commit rape." " 

This, hi my opinion, did not roproaent 
the case proiiorly bufoi-e tho jury; that 
the iasuo was really aubat4iiitialiy consent 
or no consent, and certainly ought to have 
been left to the jury ns tho prisoner's 
counsel desired.
